N ew Y o rk , N ov. 34—The Nineteenth 
Century club inaug urated its fifth season 
Tuesday nig ht by a discussion upon the 
science of municipal g overnment, at the 
American Art association rooms, ft East 
Twenty-third street. 
The larg e parlors were 
filled with ladies and g entlemen, members of 
the club and their friends. 
Mayor Grace, 
Hon. Park E. Goodwin, J ustice Barrett, 
Chief J ustice Noah Davis, Mayor Harrison 
(of Chicag o), and other well-known people, 
were present. 
Daniel G. Thompson presided 
in the absence of President Court hind Palmer. 
City Chamberlain William M. Ivins read a 
long paper on municipal g overnment, and it 
was upon the theories advanced in this that 
the discussion of the question was continued 
by Mayor Carter Harrison, of Chicag o. 
At 
the conclusion of Mr. Ivins’ remarks the 
chairm in introduced Mayor Harrison, who 
spoke as follows: 
J efferson and those of his day spoke the 
truth, and the truth lives forever. 
Men are 
to-day what they were a thousand years ag o. 
Nations march on to honor and decay, and 
the words that J efferson laid down are as 
true to-day as they were years ag o, and will 
be 
for 
years 
to 
come: 
“ The g reat­ 
est 
g ood 
for 
the 
g reatest 
number.” 
There are 
times 
when 
certain 
crazes 
come over tVe people, and the craze of civil 
service has seized some people, because it is 
ang lo-maniacal, and we are interested in 
everything Eng lish. 
I have looked into some 
of the examinations that men who ai e to 
carry letters are subjected to, and it is ab­ 
surd. 
I have g overned Chicag o well, and 
you who have read the papers have heard me 
called despot and demag og ue: but notwith­ 
standing this Chicag o is well g overned. 
I 
admire the press. 
To the editor who can sell 
his editorial; to the reporter who g ushes over 
a Patti or Anderson; to the ambitious young 
reporter who will hide behind a politician’s 
door for a scrap of information, I extend my 
cordial g reeting . 
« 
If I know myself, and yet have four times 
accepted the mayoralty of the city of Chicag o 
—the most difficult city in the country to 
g overn—I must have pretty g ood faith in 
myself. Yes, I repeat it, Chicag o is well 
g overned. 
The press has told you that it is 
badly g overned, but the press and I are out 
out. 
We don’t ag ree. 
I know nearly all the 
editors in the United States, and they are 
brig ht men, but I don’t know more than two 
that, if placed at the head of a town of 1,000 
inhabitants, would not bring it to ruin in one 
Sear. 
Boil them all down to one man, and 
e could not g overn a villag e o f 700 as well 
as 
I 
g overn Chicag o. The newspapers 
all admit that the city under the present 
administration has been run economically 
and honestly, but they say that the mayor 
protects the g amblers, and the mayor of Chi­ 
cag o can’t do a dishonest thing and g o un­ 
detected, for the newspapers report his every 
act. 
“ L’etat e’est moi” would apply as w 
to me as to the French king . The power 
vested in me by the Chicag o charter is abso­ 
lute. 
I make appointments to all offices in 
the city g overnment, and can discharg e any 
man at a moment’s notice. 
The mayor then spoke of the wealth of the 
ancients and of the present day, and reviewed 
some of the improvements accomplished in 
Chicag o since his rule beg an. 
He said: 
They have home rule in Chicag o, and the 
people of New York should demand the same 
for their city. 
The poor man is as capable of 
ruling as the rich man; he may be carried 
away for the moment, but but on sober sec­ 
ond thoug ht he is always rig ht. 
New York 
should elect a board of aldermen composed 
of two from each ward, one-half to be elected 
by wards, uiul one-half on a g eneral ticket. 
It would be impossible to corrupt such a 
body. 
The mayor should be elected every 
two years with the power of appointing 
every city official. 
In conclusion Mayor Harrison said that 
g iving power to the mayor should not neces­ 
sarily g ive rise to any fear of his being able 
to remain in power as long as ho chose. 
An­ 
drew' I). White, ex-Unifced States minister 
to Germany, followed Mayor Harrison, and 
was the last speaker.

B o ston, N ov. 34.—'William Reed, treas­ 
urer of the South Boston Horse Railroad 
company, was arrested at his horn« in South 
Boston by Inspectors Hanscom and Houg hton 
Tuesday morning upon a warrant charg ing 
him with the embezzlement of 185,000 of 
the funds of the railroad. 
Mr. Reed, the 
police state, confessed his g uilt and acknowl 
edg ed the embezzlement of $ 09,500 in cash 
and an over-issue of 345 shares in the stock 
of the road, having a cash value of $ 34,500, 
making the total amount of the defalcation 
$ 104,000. 
The cause of his downfall was 
speculation. 
Mr. Reed became treasurer oil 
the company about eig ht years ag o. 
He ha# 
been very active and efficient in looking after 
the affairs of the company, and has had the 
fullest confidence of the board of directors. 
His unauthorized use of the company’s funds, 
it is stated, beg an in 1881. 
He invested 
heavily in Mexican Central securities when 
they were hig h, and he succeeded until only 
a few days ag o in concealing his illeg itimate 
operations from the other officers of tha com­ 
pany. 
Indeed, bad not the discovery been 
made at the time it was, it is probable that 
within a few weeks Mr, Reed would have 
closed out his stocks at a profit and would 
have made restitution to the company. 
Reed, after his arrest, turned over to the 
company all his property and securities anc 
stock contracts, which it is believed will 
nearly make g ood his stealing s. He was ar 
raig ned in the afternoon and held to the 
g rand jury in $50,000 bail, which he made no 
effort to obtain, but went to jail. 
Mr. C. L. 
J ames, of J ames & Abbott, lumber dealers, 
will be a heavy loser, he thinks, by the 
action of Treasurer Reed. 
A g entleman, who claims to be thoroug hly 
familiar with Reed’s doing s, asserts that an 
expert has been at work a week upon the 
books, and so far has discovered an embezzle­ 
ment of $ 105,000 in money and several over 
issues of stocks amounting to 977 shares, 
worth $ 97,000 more. 
Further disclosures of 
a like nature are expected. 
This g entleman 
says the company’s capital stock and surplus 
will be wiped out and the company ruined. 
After losing all the money stolen by specu­ 
lating in stocks, Reed put up over-issues of 
the company’s stock as collateral for marg ins 
on stock carried by him. 
The offering of so 
much of the company’s stock, when it was 
supposed the company had money on hand 
to pay bills, aroused suspicion and led to the 
notification of the directors and the investi­ 
g ation. 
Reed has broken down entirely, has been 
unsparing in his denunciation of his folly 
and crime, and has cursed himself into a se­ 
vere sickness. 
He was a very quiet, retiring 
man, moderate in expenditures, and had no 
bad habits. 
His domestic happiness was 
wrecked some time ag o by the discovery of 
his wife’s infidelity, but ho had beg un his 
criminal career prior to that event. 
This is 
said to bo the first defalcation from over­ 
issue of stock know'n in this city.
